THE WABASH BOMB. 


COMPLETE SYNOPSIS OF JUDGE GRESHAWN’S 
DISINTEGRATION DECISION, 


A Case Unequalled in American Chancery 
Practice—Seme Peculiarities of the Liti- 
gations—The Chicago Judge Criticises the 
Receivers’ Appointment, Their Manage- 
ment of the Property, Protection of Gould 
etal. at the Expense of Other Creditors, 
Ete.—A Nervy Decision That Means Mis- 
chief. 


There has never been in any chancery court 
in the United States a case involving so much 
real property, so much potential value or 80 
many diverse interests as the Wabash receiv- 
ership begun May 29, 1884, in the United States 
Circuit Court in this city. It was a peculiar 
case from the start and throughout. The 
St. Louis, Wabash and Pacific Railroad was 
the complainant to the suit and the trustees 
of the two blanket mortgages were made the 
defendants. The Wabash was about to 
default the middie year installment 
of interest on the bonds for which 
the Central and Mercantile Trust 
companies were the trustees,and ostensibly to 
protect the interests of all its creditors as wel) 
as other parties in interest it threw itself into 
the arms ofthe Court. It made an assignment 
of itself virtually for the benefit of all 
creditors. The action was so begun as to give 


equal standing to two principal mortgages and 
the Central Trust tae which represented 
a $50,000,000 issue o bonds claiming 
priority began egg ey in the State 
courts to establish that priority. The 
suits were removed to the United States Courts 
on pleas to jurisdiction and by labyrinthal 
tactics, which included some incompre- 
hensible agreement between three 
principal arties—li. e. the 
the Cen Trust Company 
Mercantile Trust Oompany—the title of the 
case was changed tothe ‘‘Central Trust Com- 
pany vs. The Wabash.

Judge Gresham said the name of Solon 
Humphreys was disclosed as one of the in-

A ST. LOVISAN WHO VISITED PANAMA AND 
THE CANAL, . 


— 


He Describes Some Remarkable Scenes in 
That Land of Fever—Naked Women and 
Men Who Scarcely Need Monéy—Contract- 
ors Who Are Nearly Altogether on the 
Make—A Wholesale Trade in Anchors— 
Fortunes Made in a Few Years—An Inter- 
esting Interview. 


Mr. E. C. Priber, President of the Napa and 
Sonoma Wine Company, bas returned to the 
city after a trip to Oalifornia, where he was 
looking after the interest of the immense in- 
dustry he represents.Mr.Priber made the return 
trip via the Isthmus of Panama, crossing from 
Panama to Colon, the two terminal points of 
the De Lesseps ship canal under process of 
construction. In a conversation with a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter to-day, the gentleman gave 
the following interesting account of his ob- 
servations of the undertaking: 

What impressed me most, he said, ‘‘was 
the immensity of the undertaking, the grand- 
eur of the thing. A Wonderful amount of 
work has been performed, and yet it seems 
but just begun when one contemplates 
the work still to be done. The particular 
point where the eanal is being built was se- 
lected because the two rivers, the Chatres 
and Rio Grande, afforded highways for trans- 
porting excavating machines and supplies. 
The first-named canal carried the workmen 
twenty miles tothe interior, while the other 
gaveachannel from thé ocean twenty-five 
miles inland. Work was begun all along 
the line simultaneously. The canal is 
sixty-five miles in length and 150 feet 
wide, and while passing peaks 
in its route perhaps 400 feet high, the highest 
through which the canal wül be cut but 
150 feet. There are at present employed upon 
the work about 2, hands. These are 
Jamaica negroes. The officers and engineers 
in charge of the work are French, while most 
of the excavating contracts are fliled by 
Americans. An immense number of 
trenching machines are used which 
are of American manufacture. In- 
credible sums are made by the contractors 
who grow rich in a short time. None stay 
there longer than three years as that is about 
the greatest length of time a native even can 
endure the labor in that fever-stricken dis- 
trict. Even the laborers acquire enough in 
two or three years time to live handsomely 
the rest of their lives. That statement, how- 
ever, must be considered in connection with 
their wants. 

THEY NEED NO CLOTHES 
and are at almost no expense for the means of 
subsistence. 

French capitalists have already expended 
500,000,000 francs on the work, and De Lesseps 
is endeavoring to raise 100,000,000 more. This 
great sum has been eaten up aimost entirely 
by preparation for the work. In crossing the 
isthmus by rail, as we did, there was never 
any place along the proposed line of the canal 
which we could see that did not have houses 
built. They are in one continuous line al- 
most and are for the accommodation of the 
men and efficers and for warehouses, supply 
depots, etc. Then the money actually ex- 
peace for work ig anawtul outlay. Every- 

hing there isa ‘job’ of some kind. A con- 
tractor undertaking a job bids almost what he 

leases. There is no competition. Perhaps 
or a $500,000 contract he will give a $10,000 
bond. He is to excavate a certain number of 
cubic feetina given district. Each week or 
month he has a settlement upon the pro- 
ortion of work done up to that time. 
fe naturally selects the easiest excavations 
first and when he has made a couple of hun- 


| dred thousands of dollars, forfeits nis $10,000 
| bond and leaves the difficult work unfinished. 


In that way the expenses are continually ex- 
ceeding the estimates. Thenthe company is 
on the make, too. Many a man only accepts 
u gt to learn where the fat contracts 
are, after which he resigns his office and gets 
rich by his knowledge. There are 
other steals also. fa one ware- 
house there are stored 800 anchors which 
have been there almost since the work began 
four years o. They are not needed, but 
somebody hed anchors to sell and the Panama 
W took them. 

The hands work but from one hour and a 
half to three hours a * That is all they can 
standin the climate. That makes progress 
Another difficulty which confronts 
them isthe rivers. They selected the route 
near them, as I have said, for con- 
venience of transportation and now they 
regret it. The canal route crosses the bed of 
the Chatres about twenty-five times. At each 
crossing the river has to be diverted from its 
channel. In fact, almost two canals have to 
be constructed, one for the canal purposes 
and another for the river. It is not unusual 
for a rain suchas they have in that tropical 
land to swell the river fifteen feet in one 
hour, and then its. force is irresistibic. 
Work that it hes taken weeks to do is 
undone in afew minutes. The natural drain- 
ace of the country often is an impediment. 
The water directed from neighboring peaks 
flows into this valley and floods the work in 
progress. To avoid this the valley itself is 
sometimes walled up with masonry and an 
immense basin formed by the dam and hold 
ing a veritabie lake. hen the work has 
passed that point this water is gradually 
drawn off. 

THE PANAMA RAILWAY, 

running from Panama to Oolon, makes the 
trip in about two hours and a half. All the 

assengers travelling by the Pacific Steamshi 

ine are taken overthe isthmus on this road. 
Thereare only three months in the year whea 
the passengers are allowed the dom of 
either port by the steamship company, This 
restriction is necess on account of the 
imminent danger of fever. The railroad 
is owned by the Canal Company and run in 
their interest. The canal isthe power there 
in all quarters, and as the French own the 
canal that nation has the social and commer- 
cial prestige there. In all cases 
of dispute, however, the United States 
is the arbiter. by its 
Colombia, the United States guarantees the 
neutrality of the canal. If work stops for six 
hours because of any disturbance our Govern- 
ment immediately takes control and matters 
are adjusted. There was a case of the kind 
not ion ago, if you remember, and the 
United States war ships were ordered there. 
The United States officers are treated with the 
greatest deference by the French. Admiral 
McAuley, whom I had the pleasure of know- 
ing, crossed the isthmus with us. He was 
given a special train and every courtes 
shown him. There is perhaps some meth 
in their gallantry, as the French — to get 
some assistance from American capital.
